In 19 44, as the might of the Ger­ 
man war machine receded, the Russ­ 
ians came back to Estonia and the 
country disappeared behind the iron 
curtain, where it still remains. But 
Mrs. Huv ila and her husband, to­ 
gether with their child, Ev a, pre­ 
ferred to take t h ^ chances with 
the retreating Germans, 
hoping 
thereby to come into contact with 
liberating forces from America and 
Great Bi^tain, adv ancing from the 
west. More than 40,000 Estonians, 
nearly ten percent of the population, 
preferred this course to a renewed 
existence under Communist rule. 
Mr. Huv ila was drafted into the 
Wehrmacht near the end of the war 
and his wife has heard no word from 
him since. 
She and her daughter, howev er, 
found themselv es In 
a Displaced 
Persons’ camp In Western Germany 
after V-E Day. These camps were 
established by the Allies for thou­ 
sands of persons like Mrs. Huv ila, 
persons who did not want to return 
to their homes, now under the iron 
heel of Sov iet Russia.

The q uail stocking program of 
breeder birds totaling 9,060 has just 
been completed in 7 7 counties in 
the state. More than 100, in pairs, 
went into stocking Morgan county , 
according to Jack Montgomery , sup­ 
erintendent of game propagation in 
the Illinois Conservation Depart­ 
ment. 
“All of these bii-ds are better stock 
than has been released in the past 
several y ears," Montgomery said, “all 
being mature and in good shape.** 
From 12 to 15 box es, with eight 
q uail in each box , were released in 
each of the counties in the state’s 
q uail range, the releases vary ing ac­ 
cording to the desirability of the ha­ 
bitat offered by the local landown­ 
ers. 
According to Montgomery this is 
the first y ear in the past three 
when some farmer landowner did 
not refuse stocking on his property 
Likewise, he said, liberations in the 
past several y ears have been greater 
in number than during the previous 
j-ten y ears, 
Now that the farm restocking pro­ 
gram has been completed the men 
in Montgomery ’s 
department 
are | 
preparing for the crop of q uail chicks ^ 
which will be 'furnished to the or- j 
ganized q uail clubs in the various 
icounties. These clubs hold them in, 
'¡brooders for about five and one- 
;half weeks, then place theni in out­ 
side holding pens for another five; 
and one-half weeks after which 
they are released to find theu: ow n, 
food and cover.

New York—(N EA )—H alf the fun 
of graduation day is recording the 
memories with your camera. You'll 
want to take snaps of the gang that’s 
left behind, favorite teachers, \’lsit- 
ing friends and fam ily, and, of 
course, your classmates in their caps 
and gowns. 
You certainly don’t have to be a 
professional photographer to get 
satisfactory results, but if your sub­ 
jects usually print up with heads 
neatly out of focus, or even chopped 
off, there’s little doubt that you bet­ 
ter spend sometime on the subject 
of picture taking. 
It is a good idea to start out with 
a camera and flash attachment for 
pictures to be taken indoors or out. 
For your outside shots, use mid­ 
morning or mid - afternoon sun 
whenever possible. This is especially 
important if you’re using color film . 
Take a number of pictures. 
Each 
good situation should offer a variety 
of possibilities. 
Try not to pose people. Aim for 
inform al pictures where your sub­ 
jects are not standing in a stiff row 
or staring right into the camera. 
Natural expressions and action w ill 
give you the best type of shots. 
Select simple background, either 
lighter or darker than your subject. 
And don’t pose a friend standing in 
front of a tree or pole in such a 
manner that the tree seems to be 
grooving right out of her head. The 
sun should be behind you or to your 
side. 
For close-ups, focus your camera 
sharply, or if your camera is a fixed- 
focus box type, use a close-up at­ 
tachment over 
the regualr 
lens. 
This allows you to move in as close 
as three to four and one-half feet 
to the person you’re photographing 
for a head and shoulder snapshot. 
The sky or a plain wall background 
is ideal if you intend to concentrate 
on your subject’s face. 
And what­ 
ever you do, don’t forget to wind the 
film after every picture. 
Should you want to take some 
snaps of the old schoolhouse, re­ 
member the best time is when the 
sun slants across the front of the 
building. 
Snapshooting a building 
from a direct front or center posi­ 
tion is seldom a good idea. 
And don’t tilt your camera towards 
the building. It distorts the view. 
Instead, raise the camera level by 
standing on something. 
Very tall 
buildings are an exception to the 
rule, of course, because it’s often im­ 
possible to keep the camera level in 
this case. 
Tilting the camera sharply up. 
when photographing a tall slender 
building, produces an exaggerated 
height effect which is often inter­ 
esting. 
When you are taking pictures of 
such an important occasion as your 
graduation, you w ill probably want 
to try some color shots. There are 
several types of color film available 


for the amateur. One popular t>T>e 
produces 
a 
color 
negative 
from 
which any number of positive color 
prints may be made. 
Another type of color film gives 
positive 
color 
transparencies 
for 
¡screen projection, or making of 
prints. These films are made both 
for artificial and natural light. 
There 
are 
several 
points 
you 
should keep in mind when you are 
I photographing in color. Try for even 
lighting rather than lighting which 
is heavily contrasted. 
A shadow 
shows up more heavily in a picture 
than it does to the eye. For the best 
I outdoor color pictures, shoot in 
bright or hazj’ sunlight. 
To soften strong shadows on the 
subject’s face—use a reflector or 
white paper, or a white sheet. If the 
wall of the house is white, it too 
w ill serve as a reflector. If you’re 
using a flash attachment, a blue 
bulb fla.sh lamp ^ ill soften shadows 
on bright day pictures taken at a 
moderate distance. 
Once you become proficient. In 
handling your camera, you’ll find it 
offers you one of the happiest hob­ 
bies you have ever acquired. 
And 
what fun you and your friends w ill 
have looking back at “the good old 
days.’'

At the time the bonus was grant­ 
ed local school authorities noted

justm yit from the extremely low 
pay prevailing during and after 
the Great Depression. As one board 
member put it, “it took a great deal 
of effort spwead over several years 
to get the salary schedule in line 
with the actualities of living costs 
•and to enable the Jacksonville pub­ 
lic school system to attract and 
hold an able, efficient faculty.” 
He added that “we had succeeded 
4n arriving at a satisfactory pay 
¡scale before the summer of 1950.

Korea 
upset our applecart.” 
A Subjective Problem 
But since the adequacy of a per­ 
son’s remuneration is always to a 
great extent a subjective m atter 
and since, too, everybody and everj’ 
school system in the United States 
is a victim of the inflationary pres­ 
sures induced by the Korean War, 
the question of how' well a teacher 
‘in Morgan county is paid may bet- 
! ter be answered by a look at some 
: comparative statistics compiled by 
John C. Deem, superintendent of 
the county’s schools. 
For the past two years Deem an­ 
nually has conducted a state-wide 
jsurv’ey of teachers’ salaries. Each 
¡'county superintendent in Illinois is 


j asked to furnish figures showing 
the situation among the elementary 
teachers in the public schools of 
his county. “So far. the response 
haa been 100 percent,” the local 
superintendent says. 
Deem’s report is unique. It is the 
only one of its kind compiled by 
any public school official in Illinois. 
According to the superintendent, “to 
¡my knowledge there is no similar 
¡report made by either the State 


i Department of Public Insti’uction. 
I the Illinois Education Association 


i or the Illinois Association of School 
I Boards.” 
Deem took up this project of his 
¡own volition when, as superlnten- 


j dent, he found himself grappling 
with the recuiTing problem of teach­ 
ers’ salaries. “I had few figures to 
I go by,” Deem said. “In order to 
ihave some 
guide, some 
reliable 
standard with which to judge w’here 
1 Morgan county stand* and what our 
I goals ahould be, I began to collect 
¡statistics from all of the states 
county superintendents.’* 
Valuable Report 
The report, issued recently, throws 
a white light on the whole problem. 
It shows, for instance, th at the 
counties in Northern Elinois gen­ 
erally have higher salary schedules 
than Central or Southern counties 
do and that the teachers in the 
Central counties, of which Morgan 
is one, are generally better off than 
those located in Little Egypt. Teach­ 
ers in cities and tow'ns fare better 
than teachers in rural school dis­ 
tricts. There are exceptions, but 
these general olMerv'ations largely 
' prevail. 
! 
Situated In the central part of 
the state and characterized by both 
a substantial urban population and 
a prosperous rural population, 1: 
might be expected at the outset 
that 
Morgan 
county’s 
teachers 
would be paid on an average or 
slightly above average scale. And 
such. Indeed, aifpears to be the case. 
Morgan county ranks seventeenth 
in the entire state in it« pay scale 
for elementary teachers. A school 
system is accounted a “city” system 
if it serves more than 7.500 people. 
The average here is $3,377. Outside 
of Chicago ("Cook county) Sanga­ 
mon pays the highest average, $3.- 
960. Scott and Jer.sey counties do 
I not fare so W'ell in this category. 
.Jersey ranks fifty-first and ScoU 
next to the last, or fifty-fifth. The 
latter pays an average $2,374 to 
its elementary teachers. 
Among rural school systems Mor­ 
gan also does well. ' Elementan- 


teachers here who teach in the few 
remaining one-room schools get an 
average $2.465. Macon county lead^ 
with an average of $3.046! 
Cass 
county IS forty-thixd with $2.200. 
Pike is sixty-eighth with $1,950. 
Scott seventieth with $1.943. and 
Greene is fourth from the bottom, 
eighty-sixth, with an average $1,706. 
Village T>pe Schools 
According to Supt. Deem’s statis­ 
tics, Morgan daesn’t do so well in 
I the village elementary teacher de­ 
partment, but still it has nothing 
to be ashamed of. It is forty-ninth, 
ior almost exactly in the middle, in 
a list of 110 counties ranged in 98 
rankings. “Village" schools are dis­ 
tricts larger t^ian one-room but 
serve populations smaller than 7,500. 
: In other words, this category covers 
most of Morgan’s schools outside 
Jacksonville. The average pay for 
elementary teachers here is $2,638. 
Of this group Cass is fifty-second, 
with $2,621 average pay. Pike is 
seventy - sixth 
with 
$2,350, 
and 
Greene is near the bottom again 
■ at ninety-fourth paying an average 
I $1.831. Jersey and Scott counties 
jhave no schools in this group. Mad­
